kin, for a further period such that the entire term shall be. equal to that secured by this 
Act, including the renewal period: Provided, however, That if the work be a composite 
work upon which copyright was originally secured by the proprietor thereof, then such 
proprietor shall be entitled to the privilege of renewal and extension granted under this
